A frightful accident oecurred at Johnstown, Pa, on 
Friday, on the occasion of the visit of the President at 
that place, from the giving way of a bridge over the old 
conal. ‘The platform erected over ‘the caval was 75 fect 
long and from 15 to 18 fect wide, Several hundred per- 
sons wero standing on it at the time the train arrived with 
the Presidential party. It broke in the conter, und as a 
consequence ite occupunts werv prectpitated to the ground, 
distance of ubout 2 fest, ‘The timbers and. human be- 
inga wore mixed up promiscuously, oll falling in a con- 
fused muse, ‘Four persons wero killed aud over 30 
wounded, many of tho latter scriously....A most dis- 
grucofil riot among the firemen of Philadelphia took place 
carly Saturdey morning, Kaives, pistols, and clubs wero 
freely used.

Simplo as his story is, with only ono torriblo event to 
roliove it from monotony, wo read it again and again 
with scarcely diminished zest, and wo feel that ifit is 
truo, as Mr,Prooter says, that Lamb's books have mado 
many mon wiser and better, it is also truo that tho 
history of his lifo, with its sorrow manfully borne, its 
daty rigorously performed, its solf-sacrifios. and its 
gontloness, is reading not only attractive for tho mind, 


Dut good for the hoart. 

Mr. Prootor is almost the only man now surviving 
who knew much of the excellent “Elia,” and as 
aurodly he knew him moro intimately. than any othor 
cxisting persou during the last. 17 or 18 yoara of his 
lifo. this little momoir he has not attempted 
to coustruct a rogular biography: tho main tacts 
of Laml’s life aro alrendy well known to all the 
reading world; he has only set down, in a rather de- 
eultory way, such recollections of his old friend 8s 
might bring bim more vividly before the yes of the 
prosent genoratiou. 

Tho fact that distinguished Charles Lamb from 
other nion was hia outire doyotion to one grand and 
tonder prrposs. Neithor pleasure nor toil ever drow 
him from it. He had au insano sister, who, ina 
momont of madness, had unconsciously destroyed hor 
own’ mothor; and to protect and save this sistor the 
wholo of his life was givon up. What he endured 
through tho apaco of uearly 40 years, from tho in- 
coasant fenr and frequent recurrence of Mary’s insay- 
ity, aud the consciousness that his own blood was not 
Wholly too from the taint; what he must have sut- 
fored on thoss ocoasions When, as symptoms of tho 
malady appeared, brother and sister loft — thoir 


Immble home and walked arm-in-arm to tho 
Ynsano Asylum, both in tears, aod Charles 
carrying a atrait waistcoat, can only be con- 


fectired. No wonder that eve “in his 
Surions aud poouliar humor there was a touch of 
pathos. Mr. Procter holds to the opinion that tho

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A TRIP TO COLORADO.

‘XII.—ADVENTURES IN THE MIDDLE PARK, 
From Our Speclal Correspondent. 
Case wean Buve Riyer, Mrppre Panx, Joly 1, 

Our first morning in oamp found as sore, atiff, and 
but half rofroshed after tho hardships of crossing tho 
pass. Novortholoss, we breakfasted, saddled, packed, 
and got under way with aloority, oncouragod by the 
prospect of a restorative bath at tho Hot Springs, 
which are said to heal all sorts of ailments, bring the 
hair to bald heads, and put new blood into old veins. 

‘Tho trail bore away to tho loft of Frazor River, over 
gontly undulating ground, still wooded; but the trees 
woro smallor, tho soil dry, and the inoronsing gleams 
of aky through the topmost boughs indicated that wo 
wworo getting ont of tho mountains. On the way wo 
found a geranium—pink, veined with purple; a bean- 
tiful orchid, almost identical with the cyclamen of 
Italy and Groves; violets, rose-colored pogonias, with 
adolionto peach-blossom odor, and huge beds of a 
snow-white, golden hearted star-flower. Tho ocen- 
sional openings among tho pinos ware natural gardous, 
which I rogratted to sos trampled upon by tho hoofs 
of our beasts. 

Aftor riding thus for half an hour, thoro was an ox- 
clamation from tho foromost of the party. ‘The long, 
long forest was at an ond: wo found ourselvoa dt tho 
head of a superb mondow stretching wostward for five 
or six miles, bounded on tho north, first by low gray 
hills of fantaatio shope, thon by great green ascondiug 
slopes of forost, and above all, jagged ranges of rock 
and snow. On tho south wero low swells of pino and 
aspon, near at hand; twenty iilos behind them de- 
tached epurs of mountains, conspicuous among whioh 
ro3o a lofty wodge-like peak. Although on the Pacifio 
slope of tho Rooky Mountains, the dividing ridge, or 
ywatorshed botwoon tho two oceans, embraced us on 
throo sides. Tho main chain moandors through Col- 
orado in a curiously tortuous course. It comes down 
tho wost side of the North Park (which is drained by 
tho heud-wators of tho North Platte): thon turns di- 
rootly eastward, separating the North from the Middle 
Park; thon southward, bounding the Middle Park (the 
waters of which How to tho Colorado and the Cali- 
forniau Gulf) on tho oast; then due westward, divid- 
ing the Middlo from the ‘South Park (which collects 
and unites tho watorsof the South Platte); and finally, 
after making on abrupt curvo around the head-waters 
of tho Arkansas, strikes southward toward New- 
Mexico, Tho Parks form a very romnrkablo foaturo 
of the mountain region. Thoy resemble, on smaller 
soale, tho lofty, mountain-bounded table-lands of 
Cashmoro and Thibet. ‘Toy ato still but imperfootly 
explored, aud still moro iniperfectly represented on 
the maps. Lhavye not been ablo to find any minuto 
desoription of their scenery, soil and climate; hence 
ovory stop of the present journey has beou full of in- 
terest. Lo fact, nono of tho accounts of travel among 
the Rocky Mountains seem to me to presout their 
individuality, as mountains, very distinotly—to dis- 
criminate botwoon what is’ original, and peculiar to 
thom, and those goneral featuros which all mountain 
rogiobs poses in common. Each day, thus far, has 
Drought mo its now surprises; but I shall content my- 
self, at present, with giving the details of the journey. 

‘Tho change from tho forest to this meadow was 
that from confinemont to liberty. Our animals 
soemed to focl it also, and trotted forward briskly 
through tho thlok green grass, ‘Near the head of the 
meadow-wo passed a large baystack and squatter's 
shanty, whoro the horses pastured in the Park are fed 
during the Winter. Only ono wan—Jones, who di 
covered the new pass—hos attempted to establish a 
ronohe, _ He hus sowod 60 noros of groin on the lower 
part of Grand Rivor, but White informs me that the 
attompt does not promise much. ‘The average level of 
the Park abovo the sea cattnot be less than 8,000 feet. 
altbongh tho oxtrome of cold is not 50 great as in’ 
Denyer, the Winter is s0 long, and thy Sumner nights 
80 cool, that it is doubtful’ whether grain (except 
barley and oats) cnn bo raised. 

My lean mare was ovidently not adeqnate to tho 
task; so White, catching sight of a herd of horses 
‘and ‘wules, néar tho further end of the moadovw, 
promised me an Indian pony in exchange, and rode 
off in advance to drive in the herd. The animals, 
liko those we bad taken from Empire, bolong to 
Charley Utter whom wo bad hoped to have as a cem- 
panion for the journey; but he had joined the rash of 
gold-hunters for Bear Rivor (a hundred miles west of 
the Middle Park) and bod not yet returned. Mr. 
Beard, also, groaned over bis McClellan saddle, and 
the gait of his mule. Wo both, therefore, looked for- 
ward with some tmpatience to the noonday balt. 

After crossing a number of swift, swollen streams 
which came down from the left, we reached a higher 
and dryer part of the weadow, ‘and the strong, juioy 

gaye place to sage-bush and flowers—a plain of 
Sivor-gray, sprinkled with a myriad minuto date of 
DB -eHigBUIy eo tatosiORt eH oe HEAT AO OxQuisite 
seemed to be riding through a Turkish bazaar, and in- 
baling tho minglod soont of cloves, sandal-wood and 
attar of roses. My achos and cramps wero forgotten: 
Tswam in an atmosphere of balm, half narcotized 
with the rich, yolaptuons dolight of breathing it. 

‘Whito started ap a yery Intge fox, which avas cun- 
ning enough to keop out of rifle-rango. Wo skirted 
the wood on the left, and left the meadow for a low, 
dry plateau, which was one mile-long bed of blue 
larkspurs and acarletstar-wort. ‘Tho grazing animols 
had been added to our caballada, and wo sped morrily 
along the trail, tuereasing the breadth and sweep of 
our panoramic landscapes, a3 we povetrated deeper 
into tho hilly rogion. I oxcbanged my mare fora 
tough little yellow Indian, pony, barofosted, but nim- 
ble and intelligent: after inspecting me with bis nose, 
and apparently finding no objection, ba ostablisbed 
confidential relations at once, and has sorved mo, 
thus far, with wuswerving fidelity. 

Jewras'a singolar country through which we rode, 
and I regrot that I ai not able to dosoribe its gcologi- 
cal charactor. Hills wooded with aspon, and narrow, 
grassy dells, alternated with wide swoops of irregalar 
tablo-land, trecless and bare, excopt for a growth of 
sage and lark-spur. ‘Tho valleys of the larger streams 
which thread the Middle Park wers shut out from 
view, but the distaut oincturo of Alpine summits 
wet the eyo, iu every direction. We rode 20 uiilas— 
two-thirds of the distanoo to the Hot Springs—mado a 
brief noou-camp beside a brook, and then pushed for- 
ward again, toward o lofty range of bills which arose 
before us. 

Gradually, all the eastern portion of tho Park came 
into viow., K roadily distinguished tho Berthoud Pass, 
as woll as that at the head of Clear Creek, and could 
roughly ibeasure by the oye both their elevation above 
tho Park avd the character of tho approaches which 
tboy offer for a railroad. On this sido of the moun- 
tgins there seows to be no diionlty, oxcept such as 
might arise from heavy snows during the Winter. ‘To 
the north-east, Mr. Byers pointed out the Bowlder 
Pass, which rises above the timbor line, but is almost 
bare of snow. It is practicable for wagons, but is 
yory littlo traveled, An isolated chimney tock, two 
or three hundred feot in hight, stands like a beacon 
on the very summit of this pass. 5 

Tcan add tomy own Mr. Beard’s testimony as to 
the originality of the Park sconory, in an artistio point 
of viow. The features are large aud broad, with out- 
ines to some extent fantastio yet not inbammonious. 

n color, gray predominates, bit a gray most raro in 
landscape—silyery over the sage-plains, greonish and 

early along the ‘slopce of bunch-grass, and occasion 
Ally roming into red hero the soil shows throngh 
tho thin yogetation. ‘Tu tho grand views—finty miles 
in extent—irom tho ridgo we were climbing, thoro 
were no positive tints, but the most delicate and sur- 
prising succession of broad half-tints, to which sun- 
shine and clond-shadows lent -the loveliest offect. 
‘Tho brush only can describe landscapes so nev in 
character. I found myself thinking of Central Asia— 
of tho regions of Rokand and Kashgar, as J imagine 
them to be. From this point, there wore no forests, 
exoopt aspon groves, on tho orests of the hills; the 
gray undulations swopt into tho distance, dipping hora 
and there into hollows of singular form, and leaning, 
for away, against tho fect of mountain-ranges, where 
there was tho faint green glimmer of a meadow at tho 
foot of evory snowy ravine, The flushed snows of 
tho farther summits did wot seem lofty and inaccessi- 
blo—onr ownelovation. reduced. tho highest of thom 
to less than 7,000 foot—but their irregular charactor 
and great variety of outline give the true background 
for such landscapes. 

‘Tho animale gave us much trouble daring this day's 
journey. Our little Mack pack-mule, Peter, has a 
diabolical knack of shifting his load, so that the proper 
balando is lost and the pack-saddle turns. On one of 
these occasions, while White and I were engaged in 
ropacking, Mr. Beard rodo up and offered his services, 
It was fortnnate that wo did not need them, for he 
afterward confessed that be had tried to dismount, 
and (in consequonce of the previons day's hardships) 
was unable to do so, I was in soareely better plight, 
Dut bad no reason to complain: I had beon wishing 

for severe physical fatigue, and now I bave it in 
abundance. Wo wero obliged to drive with us an 
Arapahoe mare, belonging to the now herd, aud a 
more outrageous creature never grazed. By some sort 
of aniroal wagnotism, she immediately took command 
of all our borses and mules, and yet nover lost an op- 
portunity of biting, kicking, and driving them from 
the trail. The moro violent hor behavior toward 
them, the mdye they wero fascinated with her. Hor 
viofous eyes Were always on the look-out: while we 
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watchad dora was qbiot, but the mowent we be- 


tion, sho would dash at ono of tho animals and broak 
up the line of march. While confessed that sho hail 
exaaporatod him to such a pitch that ho ahot at hor, 
and Was now sorry that he missed. 

Gradually climbing the hills, among beds of orim- 
son and violet lupins, scarlet, star-flowers, and many 
showy nnknown plants, we camo at last to a divide, 
whenco the trail sloped down to thovalloy of Grand 
River, at the Hot Springs, now four iniles distant: 
Mr. Byers pointed out a bluff, covored with scatter- 
ing clamps of red cedar, as tho objective point of our 
day’s journey. On onr right towored a lofty ridge, 
thrusting out buttresses of pas pangndlas rook, 
crowned with pines, aud beyond the Grand River arosa 
asimilar, but mmuch grander and more abrupt formation, 
Betwoon the two the river issued, winding away wost- 
ward among groon, interlocking bills, until we could 
only guess fis gatoway out of the Park among somo 
snow-poaks, thirty or forty miles away. 

"The prospoot of a aolphur-bath helped us over tho 
romainder of the way, and in another hour wo dis- 
niounted ina moadow on the banks of the Grand 
River, direotly opposite to tho Hot Springs, Mr. 
Byors looked ‘at tho stream, and meditated: White 
did tho game thing. It was ‘fluid io (for coldness), 
forty or fifty yards wide, swift as an arrow, and evi- 
doutly too deop to ford.’ On the opposite bank we 
saw a rough log-cabin, on a little knoll, and a streaw 
of white, smoking water tumbling down a rock, ten 
feet high, in a smoking pool below. Forms wore 
moving among somo ootton\roods on the river bottom: 
thoir red blankets anuounced that they wero Indians. 
While we were hesitating some rheumatic eremite 
whom White know'came down to tho bank, and with 
much difficulty shouted across above tho roarof tho 
water, that it waa impossible to cross: we must go 
eight iniles higher up tho river. (But eight miles on 
the opposite side mennt fifteon on ours). “Two of us, 
at least, wore inno mood to romount that day, and 
tho rest of the party did not sem very enthusiastic. 

Tt was finally dooided that wo should camp where 
wo wero, and those who wished to visit the Hot 
Springs should swim tho river. Whito aud I stripped 
to our shirts aud drawors, mounted our animals bare- 
backed, and rodo down to the water. While wo were 
trying to force thom in, they refusing with all their 
might, wo were again bailed from the other side and 
warned against waking tho attempt. A ahort dis- 
tanco below us the river entered a cation, and became 
acataract. This fact, combined with the fearful cold- 
ness and ewiftnoss of the current, made us panso. It 
was no doubt well that we did so—well that wo 
silently turned and rode back to the camp. All Lean 
say of the Hot Springs, therefore, is that they gush 
from the earth in a stream almost largo enough to 
turn a mill; that thoy make a smoking cascade, with 
a hot pool below; that they are said to work wonder- 
ful onres; and that two gontlomen dispute the priority 
of preémpting them. 

‘Phoro we were, on the bare plain, without a treo for 
shelter, our only’ fael the rubbish loft from tormor 
camp-fires, and a black thunder-storm coming up. 
Tarning the horses loose to drag thoir lariats and 
graze, Wo first kindled a fire and then set abont soour- 
ing our baggage from tho rain. Forming a sort of 

latform with faginents of wood, we placed our 
Blankets and sacks thereon, and covored them with 
Tndia-rubber cloth. Mr. Beard was at great pains to 
find a place for bis umbrella undor the waterproof; 
and not until the storm yas over, Iéaving us balf- 
soaked, did it ocour to him that he might have used 
it! Fortunately, thero was more wind and thunder 
than rain, and the superb indigo-gray of the monn- 
tains in shadow ropaid us for the drenching. Toward 
oyening, it became very evident’ that the Arapaoo 
mare was slyly leading our animals out of our view, 
in order to make off with them. Whito trudged awa) 
throngh tho wet grass aud brought thom back; but it 
Was necessary, moroover, to catoh and pickot the maro. 

Tt was easier to decide that this should be dono, 
than to do it. The maro was separated from the othor 
animals and driven into a corner of the meadow be- 
tween the river and the bluffs at the entrance of the 
cafion. One of the gentlemen then took his stand 
above, while White cautiously approsobed with a 
lariat, Skill and strategy were alike in vain: with a 
whirl and a dash she avoided the flyiug noose, 
and shot off betweon her pursuors. Others wont to 
the rescue, and the scone soon became very exciting. 
All tho other borsos and mules lott off grazing, drew 
pear, and watched tho contest with the most absorbed 
intorest. Tt was perfectly ovideut that they under- 
stood this was to bo a test of power, settling tho 
question whether thoy to be ruled by us or tho 
mare. They wore politicians on the fence, and ro- 
minded ws of newspapers aud individuals, who aud 
which shall be nameless, To wateb them ‘was to ne 
the most interesting part of the spectaole: they fol- 
lowed every movement of men aud maro, stadding 
knee-deep in rich grass which ther never thought ot 
cropping. It was nearly an hour bofore the provoking 
beast was finally cornered, noosed and tied to a tree. 
The other avimals then turned away and went to thoir 
grazing, paying not the slightest heed to her. She 
was nobody, now that sho covld no longer kick nor 
patronize. Then I thought of certain political leaders. 
cae White's rage was not yet alloyed. Ho took a vicco 
Thon'ho came back aud sat down by tho fire, deolar- 
ing that she should have no pasture that night. Halt 
an hour passed: tho rest of the herd wero lusuriating 
on the meadow, whilo the culprit, sore’ and hungry, 
huug her bead dejectedly beside the tree. White 
arose, stole quietly away, made a picket, brought the 
ware down to the meadow and fastened hor in good 
pastare. ‘Sho looked kind o' pitiful," be said. 

Wo mado our bed on the wat earth, expecting to bo 
rained upon during the night; but the heavens wero 
meroiful, and wo onjoyed sound and tolorably dry 
sloop. I exporienced three distinct electri shook, 
Probably from the fact that, T was insulated Uy the 

adia-rabber cloth upon which Llay, and thon touched 
the earth with my hand. On the snowy raugos per- 
sons aro sometimes so charged, that there are sparks 
and crackling sounds at every movement of their 
bodies. Men unacquainted with the phenomenon im- 
agino that bees have gotten into their hair and that 
rattlesnukes aro at their heels. Many strange stories 
aro told of tho effect of the fluid, Which seems to 
ianifest itself in an eccentric but not & dangerous 
form. 

—I have much moro to say of tho Middle Park, but 
must here close and commence anew to-morrow.

VIII, PROTECTION, ACCIDENTAL AND INCIDENTAL— 
HISTORY OF OPINIONS. 

Itis aboyo oighty Fears since tho pence of Paris 
threw the Goyerument of the United States into the 
hands of its own people, ‘They have tried almost ey- 
ery modification of commercial policy possible in 
modorn times. A very ample round of experience has 
resulted; and tho best minds of the ago havo been oc- 


cupied with the problems involved, But between 
forgotfulness, misunderstandings, aud chavged condi- 
tions, no period or phase of opr commercial fortunes 
bas yiolded its best instruotion to our legislators and 
thinkers, Protection by imposts upon foreign mer- 
cbandise, provious to the time that England relaxed 
tor, long "and well-maintained aystem of dofonses 
against foreign rivalry in her home market, was so 
largely mado up of the spirit and spite of countervail- 
ing legislation that its policy was for a long while 
sustained without much or goneral attention to its 
true philosophy, While the British corn laws were in 
full force, and bor navigation laws, with their oppres- 
sive differential duties aud obarges, were sternly and 
provokingly enforced, there was not much trouble in 
combining our own agricultural, manufacturing and 
commercial interests in hostility, and no necessity for 
finding any othor reasons for the required defensive 
logislation. Even South Carolina, so lately as sixteen 
"yours before sho undertook to nullify the tariff of 1832, 
aupported rates of duties ranging from 20 to 30 por 
cent. She had other reasons for this, indeed, but it 
was the spirit of retaliation which bore down all resist- 
ance, as well in Congress as among their constituents, 
Hamilton, Madicon, Franklin, Jefferson and Wash- 
ington understood’ the matter better, and Jackson 
Was quito os clear aud confident as either of thom. 
Bat all that was, or, is gonorally koown of their opin- 
ions and acts has but littlo influence upon that publio 
opinion which now rules tho Fedoral Government. 
Hamilton's report on manufactures in 1791, ro- 
printed by ordor of Congress in 1809, ought to be pub- 
ished now as widely as the Fodoral Constitution iteelf, 
for it is better entitled to bo called * An inquiry into 
tho causes of the wealth of nations” than Adam 
Smith's work, in three yolumes, with that title. 
Thomas Jefferson’ letter to J. B. Say in 1815: Made 
ison’s two letters to Joseph C. Cabell in 1823; Dr, 
Franklin's to Humphrey Marshall in 1771; General 
Jackson's to Dr. Coloman in 1824. All, beside mectin, 
tho special oxigoncies of their respective times, unfol 
tho principles which only want accommodation and 
application to any stago and any condition of the na- 
tion’s industrial affairs, to guide our Goverament to 
tho best measures and tho happiest issues. Washing. 
ton cannot be quoted for the theoreins of that policy 
which under ber administration gava to his country A 
wonderful prosperity, but his signature to tho first 
tariff act of the new Government, which in terms de~ 
clares tho ‘* enconragement and ‘protection of manus 
factares” Yo be its purpose, speaks his sentiments as 
emphatifally, ifnot as strikingly, ns the fact that on 
the day of his inauguration bo wore a coat of domes- 
tic oloth, ‘* giving,” as a Now-York journal then said,

‘Tolking of the royal fomily, our pleasant, good-tempered 
Young Prince has been setting a bad exninple to bis sub- 
jects that are to be at the beginning of the shooting sen- 
ton. The journals which are in the habit of chronicling 
the doings of great folk tell us that the Prince of Wales 
has been highly enjoying eome splendid “drives."' Now tho 
custom of driving grouse or othor winged game is one 
Which, I take it, docs not yet obtain on your side tho 
It is practiced thus: A moor is divided into 
three or (nr Ayives, and at one point in each drive—gon- 
erally justunder and slong the brow of o bill—seyen or 
éight stations are marked ino row at 50 yanls opart. 
Somotimes a rough dyke or fence serves the purpose, be-

tH all the noted inoors, each station is a small earthwork 
sbont four fost high, inclosing o spaco jnst large enough 
for the sportsman, a keeper or underkeoper, to- mark bis 
birds as they full, a man to load for him and a setter. 
When the stations are occupied, the beaters who hare 
already eurrounded the drive in front of the line get 
their signal and adyouce, waving sroall flags aud shopting, 
‘As thoy close in, and they have generully a mile or*more 
1o tramp throvgb the deep heather, first an old bind or two

gencrolly succeed in doing s0, Meantime the sportsmen 
havo beon sitting quietly each in his own little hut, proba- 
Diy smoking or playing with the dog’s cars. The keepers 
Aneel with their eyes on a level with the lumpsof beathery 
torf which form the side wall of the station, or otherwiso 
Xcep op tho alert, nnd tho loader has oll bis spare guns 
ready ond a heap of cartridges laid out beforo him. 
Presently thero is a sioglo “‘keck, keck, kek,” heard far 
away in front, and the keepers whisper that an old cock is 
up, ond that a beater or two is alresdy jn sight, The 
cigars are dropped at once, and the men take their guns 
‘and peer out over the front walls of their stations, keeping 
still os faras possible concealed. First comes the old 
cock ot a thousond miles an hour, never changing his 
conree fora moment, sud porhaps spinniug by without 
dropping o feather, though he hes bad two shots at bim in 
front and two bebiud the row of stations, Single birds 
‘aud emall packs of four or fiye follow, more and more 
quickly as the beaters draw nearer. Many of these seo 
their danger when it is too late, and bear up nght in front

freat packs of 109 or more ato time, avd ull precautions 
Srecastaside. Tho sportsmen are standing at their full 
bight, hend ond sboulders visible above theirstations, Ging 
jn front, to right and left, and bebind, as tho birds whirl 
away, which the latter shooting is, perbaps, the most dif- 
ficult of any known in thoscislands. The beaters close in 
fon the front; the birds are all past, or down along the 
Tine; ond the occupants of the stations now all hurry 


out to pick up the birds which hove fallen to 
them, and comparo notes, and for throes or four 
mivutes there is a qnesting about of dogs, 


{uttering of birds, anda running to and fro of keepers. 
‘Phon there is 6 groupto make up books, thero being always 
some binds which aro claimed by more than one gun, 8 
gontle stroll to tho noxt set 8f stations while the boaters 
toil away over the moor 60 os to inclose in their line tho 
whole of tho nest range. Now of course this is capital 
gon. Tho escitomont in fact of a good drive is, perhaps, 
greater than all other shooting; the birds come ot such o 
tromendous pace, thers is 80 much chance as to which of 
tbe guns they will come to as you see them bearing down 
halfa mile away; the rapidity and intensity of the crisis, 
‘nd the pleasant lull as you lie in your station listen 
> gg to the brvozo whispering over the grand purple moors, 
‘and waiting for the summons of the keopor, lend easily 
their special charms to it. But it is obviously the most 
Anzy method of shooting, the one by which you get the 
greatest amount of shooting at the least amount of 
lnbor; and, accoriing to tho old English idea of sport, 
which was founded on the gotting at and killing 
of your game scicntitically, driving is no sport at all. 
In fact it iso practice of modern growth, and on mony 
moors is still not allowed until the end of the grouse 
ecnson, when tho birds baye settled into great packs, 
end aro so wild that you can't get at them in any 
other way, Lremomber the first time I over saw o drive 
‘was late in Septembor some 15 years ago, on the moora of. 
‘8 fino old Durham squire; and when we got homeat bight 
‘ynd he heard we had been drivibg, he shrugged his sbont- 
dors and said it was a kind of baccancering business at best, 
But to roturn to the toxty what ong is corry for is, not that 
the driver should eujoy o drive, but that he ehould be en- 
covroging driving ot the very beginning of tho season, 
when the birds are all tame enough, aud the men ought 
to take the trouble of fairly walking them up thom- 
solves ingtead of leaving tho beatera to do the hard 
work. This is the way in which sport is being ruined 
among us. What. with ovor-presorving and 
Dottucs, avd the abominable practice which ob- 
tains more and moro among lundlords of sclliug game to 
poulterers for their own private profit, which has not been 
‘ed at their expense, the institution ia beginning to stink 
fu the nostrils of the tonant farmers, and whon this 
comes about wo shall bave some very different 
legislation from the abominable little act 
of Sir Baldwin Leighton, passed five years ago, which 
converted the rural police into extrs-watches, paid by the 
Coouty mates. Tn Scotland the fecling is already very 
strong. ‘he Liberals, for instance, carried Aberdeenshire 
the other day (for the first time) by an overwelming mu- 
forily, entirely through the anti-game law feeling. The 
Geoteh Inndlords, itis true, bave been provident enough 
W throw out a #op to their farmersin the shape of a “ Hare 
ud HyLbit Act,” passed ap tho ligt {ow dure of thy lage 
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ectsion, giving certain privileges and powers for the de- 
slroction of these vermin; but that will not be enough. 
Tho onchas gone ont of our ehooting, aud one docsn't eco 
how it js likely to bo restored. It fs a good thing that 
young men should train eye, and head, and muscles, and 
nerves, in the pursuit of wild game; but the game must 
be reasonably wild, and the young men must do a certain 
amount of bard work to get it, or the whole affair becomes 
demoralizing and contemptible. 

After a short lull, our public life is waking again. ‘The 
Birmingham Reform gathering will be followed by many 
others in other great totras, and, before the Autumn is 
over, we sball havo decided what to go for next session. 
T ehould be inclined to prophecy that, after Sir Rouadell 
Palmer's confession in favor of houschold suffrage, thore 
will bo a etrong effort by the advanced Liberal ecotion to 
got Mr. Gladstone up to this point. They will, however, 
havo no chance of getting any personal influence to bear 
on him, as he starts shortly for Rome, with his family, to 
spend the Winter. 

The Britieh Association has had a very uccessful meet- 
ing at Nottingham, whore further proof was fortucoming 
how o-called scientific questions are cutting moro and 
moro into the complicated problems of our political and 
social life, It is anticipated, too, that the Social Sclenco 
meeting, which will bo held in the first week in October, 
in Manchester, will bo one of universal interest. It will 
bo tho first of such meetings at which tho now industrial 
Partuoréhips, which bave beon formed within tho last year 
on the principle of giving every workor a share in tho profits, 
in tp be represented. There is (0 bo a great gathering of all 
the Enghsh codperators, and it is hoped that a good deal 
may be done toward putting the labor question on a 
sounder footing, both sides being heartily sick of tho por- 
potual struggle, which hasrnined so many good businessce 
and kept 60 largo a portion of tho workmen.in poverty 
for the last generation. Yon, too, have your eight-hour 
troubles, and can thoroughly sympathize with us in this 
portion of the Inbor that is laid on us under the sun, Woll, 
T know you don't much believe it on your side, but I baye 
still the firm faith that (his land, as well as yours,

as the Bridge says to the Monument in oneof the immortal 
Hosea's latest papers. You may probably got tho suffrage

JOHN BRIGHT AT BIRMINGHAM, 
From Our Specie) Correspondent, 

Bimaxonam, August 28, 1866, 
I missed tho mognificent open air demonstration, but 
got hore in time for the evening meoting in the Town 
Hnil, and to hear Mr. Bright's specch. The London jour- 
nals make such a point of keeping the public in ignorance 
of what is going to hoppen, that few persons, I suppose, 
ont of Birmingham, wero aware that the Reform mesting 
was to assume gigantic proportions and historical import- 
ance. Nor was it understood oven in the office of a 
Liberal newspaper, of whose editor I made duc inquiries; 
nd the fact is warth noticing, because it ahows with how 
little engineoring such a meeting was got together. It 
would be more proper to soy that it came togethor, A 
quarter of a million of people came—people who can't 
voto, but only think—peoplo who pay texcs, but who havo 
no political rights which tho privileged classes have hith- 
crto felt bound to respoct. Yesterday shored that thoy 
are likely to go back a century for a political motto, and 
inscribe on their bauner, Taxation without representa 
tion is tyranny.” 
Iwill not attempt to deseribe what I did not sce, but

But it 
would bo wrong to supposo that this hesitation was duo to 
the feor of foreign Intervention. Nor. it is merely the in- 
orcasing influence of princely relationship on the Kinj 
Immedlately before tho war, and during) the short cat- 
paign, this jnthieuco had wholly disappeared ; but now 
the King, resting on his laurels, and the princely cousins 
surrounding him with their base fiatteri matters have 
changed. Tho position of Count Bismark—bos 
sincos vory difficult one. Tho support ho recaiv 
present, irom the people and tho Chamber, docs m 
étrongthen him with the King. Ho has only succcoded 
to win tho King to his policy in ropresonting to him that 
iewas not only a war againat Austria and tho old. Gor- 
manic Confederacy, but also a war against revolution, 
standing behind them. Nothing has ever served him 
totter then tho blind folly of Southern Democrscy, tq 
stand by Austria and the old Fraukfort Dict. Even the 
opposition Bismark found in Prussia before the w 
him no harm in the favor of the King. 
Publio opinicn began to change in bis favor as soon as 
tho first princes were driven away, and this public opinion 
ig now more than ever ready to support him against the 
advocates of tho many small States. But tho counte- 
nance he finds from the people docs not only not raise him 
in the King’s estimation, but decidedly weakens him, be- 
cause tho princely cousinabip keeps telling tho King that 
fo himeelf is oly mado the tool of rovolution turned 
‘against potentates, just as logitimate as ho is himself, and 
that the applause of tho rovolutionary party could not 
leave him any doubt os to the part he was mado to act. 
‘Those insinuations have oxeroised such an influonce during 
{he last Weck, that up to the very moment of the publica 
tion of annexation of Hanover, Hosse, Nassau; and Frank- 
fort, everything seemod still doubtful. Even on the 
very day boforo this publication the Hanoverian party felt 
Sure they would succeed in haying the abdication of blind 
King George, in favor of hia son, accepted, os well a3 
Prince Charles (of Prussia), tho brother of the King, 
who hoped to fayo the throne to his son-in-law, tho 
fuceessor to the Electorate of Hosse. Count Bismark 
seems bimself not to hove trusted to hia success, even 
whon he bed Sally obtained tho signature of tho King. 
Boforchand, he had intimated to the Prosident of tho 
Chamber of Deputies, Horr von Forkenbest, to assomblo 
the Chamber in session in order to mako ita a fait accom- 
pli by immediate publication. So the Doputica were sent 
for by special message to assomble forthwith, and tho 
Ministor hurried from tho palace with the freab signature of 
tho King in his hands to publish it instantly in tho:Cham~ 
bor. Count Bismark will find no opposition in tho 
Chamber this session, as could well be forescon, oven in 
interior politics.

The chief occupations of the province are pastoral.

A- SECOND GREAT. WAR IN EUROPE 
THREATENED. 

Our special dispatehos from Europe deservo serious 
consideration, for ey come from a source which is 
worthy of trust. ‘They aro not sonsational, nor un 
foundod}- wo aro satisfied that tho facts wo give aro 
entitled to almost as much credit as if they were 
official. i 
The nows is of extraordinary importance. Tho 
Poace which the world thought to be permanent is 
threntoned with speody destruction, aud tho dangor 
comes from defeated and- prostrate Austria. But 
a few wooks ago tho Austrian empiro was at thé 
moroy of Prussia, aud was ready to abandon 
everything for poaco. It was fully understood that 
thorewonld be no diflioulty in rogard to the cossion of 
Venetia, and that with that gain Italy would bo satis- 
fied. Austria now is falso to the treaties made, toa 
degren which Bismork bas termed jnsulting,, and for 
yrhiob he threatens immediate war: | It is bata quos- 
tion of hours whethor the Prussian army moves again 
upon Vienna. + 

Wo are not willing to concede that another war is 
inoyitable, oven upon tho authority of these startling 
facts, Europo should be satisfied. Prussia liss gained 
cnough. Italy bas gained enough. Austria has lost 
onougb. Thoro!is but ono of the great Powers con- 
corned dirvotly in (his struggle which could havo any 
reazon to desire o ronowal of strifo, and we donot hesi- 
tate to predict that if Austria has seriously resolved to 
make impediments to: tho cdssion of Vonotia, it is at 
tho instigation of Franco. Upon no other hypotbesi 
can the sudden boldness of this ruined powor be ex- 
plained. Lonis Napoloon has good ronson for dissatis- 
fiction with the gdjustmont of the lato war, and his 
demond for tho cession of Prussian’ and Bavarian ter- 
ritorios wos met with an emphatic refusal. If, then, 
Enropo is again upon tho verge of war, thora is very 
reason to boliove that France will be oue of the com- 
Datants.

Mapos'a furm, and gavo his viows of thoir character and 
the profit of cultivation of tho sevoral gorts, a brief xoport 
of which we trust will bo intorosting to’ others who make 
‘a specialty of growing poars for market, 

will commonco, said Aft. QotNy, with the Duchesso 
AAngoulbmie, bocanes with mo it has proved tho most 
profitable. When porfectly ripened, it is dolicious, oud 
its great size much tn its favor. Specimens often weigh a 
pound, sometimes more, It docs best_on quinoo, is o 
strong’ grower, nnd prolific, Horo is (he Bourré Clairgoau 
Anothor very profitable market variety. ‘The tree is vigor- 
ous abd naturally of pyramidal form, ‘Tho fruit is largo, 
attractively colored, yollow, fawn nod crimson, with rus- 
set dots; ripe in October and Noromber, and { hayo gold 
thom af #13 9 bushel, and ax the, treo yields wall this Js 
yory profitable. Hero is the Androws, a very choice vu 
ty for family uso, but as it docs not bear handling woll, 
is uot so valuable for market; but tt isa poar that I would 
recommiend for overy privato collection. It is an Ameri- 
can seedling, of excolont favor, large sizo; skin smooth 
fond rather thick; pale yollowish greop, with dull rod 
chook. The flesh is greeaish white ond full of juice. Ita 
fault is rotting at the coro. Tho Bonne d’Ezeo is an ox- 
cellent August pear, very sweet, productive, profitablo; 
fruit largo; light yellowish green, with russot patches; 
flesh white and jutey, Tho treo is vigorous aud. produc 
lire, Dut apt to’ erack, ‘This is the Doyenuc Boussock, 
which is an oxcellont pear for an amateur; sizo largo 
doop yollow, clonded with russet, blushed; flesh, anelting, 
sweot andaromatic, Tho tree grows strong, and is a pro- 
fuso bearer, ‘Tho Bourré Superiin has becu much lauded; 
but I really cannot say much in its favor, Tho treo is 
very vigorous and productive, and fruit largo and “fine 
looking, but it is not first quality; ripens November aud 
December. ‘The Louise Bonne de Jersey is one of tho 
most profitablé varieties grown for market. It bears well, 
Keops well, sells well. ‘Trco is vigorous; fruit largo, and 
of hondsome form, and comes into market directly after 
the Bartlett, and Frate it as Grst-class. Beurré Diol (so 
called after an individual of that name) is in every respoct 
fisst rate, and a very profitable market pear; though in 
some situations it cracks, it docs not upon oursoil. The 
trea is vigorous ond productive, and fruit largo; orange 
yollow when fully riponed. | Tho’ Belle Lucrative is uot at 
tractive, and not can known in market, and therefore docs 
not soll well, although it is one of the best Autumn pears 
known. It fs always good, and gives satisfaction to thoso 
who eat it, and by wany considered equal to the Sockol. It 
should be in overy priyate collection. ‘The tree bears be- 
yond nny other; ‘the fruit hangs in clusters like ropes of 
onions; is of medium sizo; pale yellowish green. The 
Sheldon, on Atorican sycdhng, will yet make a great 
mark in'the world, It should bo ono of tho leading varic- 
ties cultivated everywhere for market. Tho fruit is me 
dium sizo; yellowish greon; very bard; beara handling; ti. 
Bons in October. Seckel ie foo wall knoven, perhaps, to uced 
jesotiption. It is among the smallest sized pears gtown; is 
o native American, origiuated on the farm of Mr. Seckel 
poor Philadalphis, It is without doubt the most excellent 
variety known. Tho Urbauiste is a late Autumn or Win- 
tor pear; medium size, though about one-half run too small 
for sale. I do not find ita profitable variety to grow for mar- 
kot, as it does not sell well. Onondaga, or Swan's Orange, 
supposed to have originated at Farmington, Conn, is of 
large size; coarse yellow skin, dotted with russot, some- 
times blushed; flesh buttery and rich, whon in porfection. 
Itis afruit of which you aro never quite cortain, os 
ofton acid and not rich. If loft too long on the tree it rots 
atthe core, The Winter Nelis has few equals from Janu- 
ary to March. It is what I call a vory good quulity of 
Winter pear, and the treo isa free bearer. Now here is 
the Viear of Winktield, which bas a character which may 
bo set down as good, bail or indifferent. according to tho 
opinion of cultivators. Who tree requires ago before it 
comes into bearing, then it-is productive aud profitable to 
sell at $5 a barrel, at which the-fruit sells readily in this 
market in Autumn for cooking purposes, and many porsons 
who use it do not know that it could bo ripened at a high 
temperatnro into an exeellont Winter fruit, ‘The Vien 
a good tree to work othor varieties upon. Tho Bartlett is 
too well-known for its excelloncs to need description. It 
is very popular, and comes directly after peaches, and 
sometimes in such abundance as not to be protitablo to the 
grower, It wasa drug o few days ogo, now itis worth 
$i¢ or $18 per barrel. ‘The Flemish Beauty does uot give 
satiefaction with me, as it on) a 
when Bartletts ore worth $15. tis becayge it is uot well 
known to New Yorker. Tn Hoston it is a lending and 
profitable variety. ‘hore thoy know its value, It. grows 
& suporb treo, vory luxuriant and prolific, The frait re- 
res to bo picked carly and ripened in the henso. ‘Tho 
son is another cxoellont nativo, originating near Phila- 
délphia, Tho treo is au upright, vigorous grower, but 
tardy beardr, though eventually’ very productive. Tho 
fruit is medium sizo; doep yellow, with erimson check, 
which gives it an attractive appearance. It bears well! 
and if it has not the highest quality, hos one that makes it 
valuable; it hangs long om tho tre. Here is a pear 
which is good to exorcise the grower'’s patience. This is 
the oighth specimon which I hare had from a treo twelve 
years old. Itis called St. Michuel Archangel. Although 
Wo aro willing to wait long for tho comiug of thot porson- 
ge, waiting twelve years for a erop is rather too tauch for 
the pationce and profit of a market gordencr. 

In answer to question, Mr. Quinn eaid, for his situation, 
he should name the Duchesso, Bariott, Sholdon, Law: 
ronce, Sookel, as the five most profitable pears to grow for 
the Now-York morket, If he could have only five for 
family uso, ho would name Bartlett, Flomish Beauty, 
Ducticsse, Bueré L'Aujou, and Bello Lucrative,

It is quite impossible to put this avalanche of 
words on poren, ‘and if we could it woul® overwhohn our 
readers. It was a leading point of his argument that the 
machino was portable, could be mounted upon a wagon

Gas-Lime—How to Utilize—Mr. THAN read a com- 
wunication from J. Burrows Hyde, 8 Pinc-st., New- 
York, detailing o method for utilizing gas-lime, Mr.Uyde 
soys:’ “T propose (o pilverize or granulate dry peaty raat: 
ter—which, in that state, rpidiy absorbs and fustens sul- 
phuretted hydrogen and otherjeted gases in reat volume, 

rovide upon wheol boxes of obout ono cuble yard con- 
tent, and arranged to bo casily empticd; one of which 
boxcs fill with the prepared peaty matter, ‘and place one 
or more of each along sido of the purifying chest. ‘Tho 
chest being opened, empty the contenje sicve by giove 
into the empty box, an attendant standing by tho peat and 
throwing over the limo from cach sieve about an cqual 
quantity of the pent, until the box is full, wheu it is re- 
moved to the place of deposit, aud another substituted in 
its stead. ‘The work of oponing the chest aud removing 
its contents should bo us oxpeditious as possiblo, for which 
reason it will be well If the chest ba so-placed that it can 
be worked on each of its four sides. To render this procoss 
complete and most efficient, a griuding mill should be used 
convenient to the works, and to which mill the mixture 
should be conveyed in thy boxes and dumped ovor the 
Lopper. ‘Tho mill is for the purpose of thoroughly and 
quickly incorporating the lime in uniform fineness by 
Breaking up all lumps. From the mill the wixturo should 
be placed in barrels and healed up for sale. By this 
operation there will be 8 vory slight Seoape of gas, and then 
for ouly a brief interval, and a valuable mixtire is ob- 
tained, which will not only servo in n great degree to moot 
{ho expense of the lime to the gas companies, but will pro- 
sorve lor agricultural use a valuable commodity now abso 
lutely wasted."

Peat—its Uses and Cost of Monufactire—its Value 
as Fuel for Farmers,—SoLox Roprxson submitted an ar- 
ticle upda the subject of Peat which bo ssid had given rise 
to a groat deal of inquiry, and hud already convineedsome 
farmers that lands which they hud heretofore considered 
worthless were the most valuable they possess, Mr. Rob- 
inson asked to have the article submitted o a committee to 
inquire whether it. was not worthy of being incorporated 
into the volume which contains te reports of this Ch 
In tho same connection he read a letter from Devos Dow- 
Tow, Pokin, Niogara County, N. ¥., which details tho 
“operations of Mr, 8. Robert's Peat inachino which you 
mention in your valuable article on Peat. I givo you somo 
details of tle worklng of the machine, which is ‘operated 
by threemen and a boy, the Iatter moving the spreader, 
and one of the men acting as ongineer and firemen, the 
othor two digging the peat from the bog asd placing it’upon 
tho. elevator which carries -it from the top of the 
mill where it is manipulated, and discharges it 
through tho spreader upon tho ground to dry 
Tho machine thus preparcs peat #3 fust_os two 
men can digit. In one hour avd s half I'saw 750 supor- 
ficial foot of ground spread with condensed peat six inches 
thick. A cnbie foot of the condensed wet peat woighs 
tivanty pounds when dried; and at the rato Lanw it monur 
factured enough can be spread in one day to make twenty- 
five tuns of fuel. The cost would be: engineer, tro dol- 
lars; shovelers, three dollars; boy, one dollar;' fel, two 
dollars; beside’ maintenance of machinery.

_ Jase Douay, Olivet, Mich., and B. P, Lazean, Lou- 
isinna, Mo., want to kuow bow to make vinegar from 
tomato or Beot Juice 

Vo answor that vinegar can be mnde of the juice of 
tomato, tunbarh, beets and. akmost ell Kinds: of esate 
fruits. But best of all, of apple pomace. Any family 
having apples can mnsh them in a barrel, and let the mass 
stand unblit fermeuts and becomes good vinegar, after 
which it may bo ferred off and alittle water added to the 
Ppomace, which should bo squeezed to savo all the juice. If 
Vinegar is to be mado of tomato Juice or any other which 
contains only a small per cont of alcohol, that substance 
must be added cither in the form of sugar, molasses, or 
distilled spirits.’ Without such addition, vinegar cannot 


be made from these weak juices, because thoy are always
